Chicago, June 20.—The Taft forces 
a t tho Rep ublican national convention 
yemerday won what Is regarded as its 
second victory in a test vote that de­ 
feated a movo to oust the delegates 
seated 
by

The first victory was in the 
selection of Root as temp orary chair- 
man.
